We, your committee on Publications. ld beg leave to sub

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The Press is one of the mighty agencies to be employed for 
the spread of Christianity, and for the evangelization of the 
world lhe rapidity with which the Gospel is being carried to 
the dark places of the earth is due, largely, to the printing press. 
Gospel tracts, Suiday school books and religious news papers 
ire now coming from the presses and falling into the hands of 
our people ‘like autumn leaves. We owe a debt of gratitude to 
the printing press for the victories that have been won in the 
moral reform which is sweeping over our land. The saying that 
‘the press is mightier than the sword” has been verified, like 
all other effective instrumentalities; however, the pen may be 
employed for evil as well as good. ‘The amount of mental and 
spiritual poison now being poured into the minds and hearts of 
our people, especially the youth, through the channels of perni- 
cious literature, cannot be estimated. lhe only remedy for this 
appalling evil is to supply the people with sound and wholesome 
reading matter Notwithstanding we have much good reading 
matter, some of our people do not read. ‘To. be an intelligent 
people we must read literature which bears upon the Bible. 
lherefore, your committee would impress upon the pastors of 
this Association the importance of urging their members to read 
their Bibles, for it is in that we find our duty both to God and 
man We also recommend the American Baptist Publication 
Society We regard this society as an important and efficient 
agency in evangelizing the world We would also heartily 
recommend to the patronage of our people the following period 
icals: The Baptist Record, our State organ, published at Merid 
ian, by Eld. J. A. Hackett; The Foreign Mission Journal, 
published at Richmond, Va.; also the Conv ention Board Series 
of Sunday School Literature, published at Nashville, Tennessee.

ist. Vocal music is of Heavenly origin, and it was the object 
of God in its origination for His creatures to worship Him in 
song 

znd. God, in creating men and women, gave them certain 
talents for them to improve, and the talent of music is one of 
the principle ones in the list. He certainly requires us to im: 
prove that talent, that we may sing praises to Him with the spirit 
and with the understanding. 

3rd. It is the introductory to all religious services ; therefore, 
we should learn enough of the science at least to read music. 
This is an age of progress, and as progress is being made along 
other lines, why not make progress in the science of music ? 
We find many obstacles, we are sorry to say, in the way of 
musical progress. The most prominent obstacles are the care- 
lessness of parents and church members of to-day, in not trying 
to have vocal music schools for the rising generation; the 
inability to read the musical alphabet; the objection to new 
song books, and the incompetent teachers; therefore, we would 
recommend that the churches take hold of ‘this part of God’s 
service and see to it that each church has more and better schools 


taught in the future than in the past. We would also recommehd 


that the pastors of our churches agitate the subject from their 
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as they need -good. music in their churches and congre 
as much as thev do the prayers of their brethren 
Respectfully submitted.
